He Resumes the Stand in 
Suit Against His Company 
for $325,000 Which, It Is 
Alleged, Was Overcharged 
for Interest and Service. 


Breckinrid Jones, president of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co., took the 
witness stand Thursday to resume his 
deposition in George J. Kobusch’s 
$325,000 suit against the company on the 
ground of overcharges in interest and 
for services. 

In detailing Wednesday afternoon one 
phase of the deals between Kobusch and 
the trust company, Jones said Ko- 
busch had stocks, bonds and securities 


- amounting to $1,750,000 in the San An-, 


tonio Waterworks Co., and. contracted 
with the trust company to dispose of 


them. 


What Testimony Showed. 

His testimony showed: | 

That under the first contract, Ko- 
busch was to pay $200,000 flat for the 
sale of the stocks and bonds. 

That Jones made a trip to Belgium 
to sell part of them to bankers there, 
and returned after three months, un- 
successful. ‘ 

- €hat Kobusch paid $40,000 for this 

trip. 

That a new contract was then 
made, whereby the trust company 
was to receive 3 per cent on what- 
ever stocks and bonds it sold, 

That by further negotiations with 
the Belgian financiers, stock was 
sold on which it was agreed the com- 

mission was to be $62,500. 

That the expense money allowed to 
Henry Semple Ames, vice-president 
- of the company, for making the trip 

to close the deal, was $2000. 

The total expense to Kobusch, there- 
fore, in disposing of this stock, was 
me ; for Jones’. «unsuccegsful 

trip, $52,500 in commissions and $2000 ex- 

- penses for Ames. ) 
Complains of Expenses, 


Kobusch complains that Jones could 

have completed his trip in three weeks, 
instead of three months, and that the 
' expense money allowed to Ames was too 
. great. 
- | Ym explaining the charge for expenses, 
* Jones testified that Kobusch suggested 
'. that $2000 be allowed so that the rep- 
resentative could ‘‘make an impression 
with the European bankers.”’ Jones 
said that he asked Ames what amount 
would be necessary for the trip, and 
that Ames said $1000 would cover the 
expenses. 

“You had better make at $2000,” he 
' testified Kobusch said. “I have been 

over there and I know that you cannot 
@o. business with those Belgian bank- 
ers. unless you make an impression. 
The only way to make an impression 
4g to spend as much money as they 
@o0. Take $2000 and spend it according 
to your judgment and you need not 
account for the way it is sperit.’’ 

Jones testified that Ames took $2000 
and rendered no accounting when he 
returned from Belgium. Ames was in 
Belgium about 10 days. 

_Kobusch charges that the final sale 
of the stocks and securities was made 
ty his Paris agent, L. M. Lyon, and 
that the only interest the M/ssissippi 
Valley Trust Co. had in the deal was 
to Belgitim to de- 
diver the securities held by it as col-

Called for Kobusch Agent. 

Jones exhibitéd a telegram in which 
it was state? that the Belgium finan- 
ciers refused to do business with Ko 
busch on account of his financiai 
ctanding,’ and requesting that all ne- 
gotiations be made through the trust 
company. 

Sears Lehmann, attorney for Ko- 
busch, asked Jones if he had not told 
the Belgian baakers that Kobusch’s 
financial credit was limited.

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The House 
of Representatives, by a vote of 172 to 
to 112, practically a strict party vote, 
refused to concur in the Bristow 
amendment, adopted by the Senate, to 
the House résolution, providing for the 
direct election of senators. 

The Bristow amendment leaves with 
Congress'the power to regulate the time 
and manner of holding these elections, 
while the resolution passed by the 
House during the early days of the 
present Session would change the con- 
Stitution so that “the times, places 
and manner of holding elections for 
Senators shall be as prescribed in each 
State by the Legislature thereof.” 

Representative Sells, Republican, of 
Tennessee, voted against the amend- 
ment, while Durke, Democrat, of Wis- 
consin, voted for it. Representative Ber- 
ger of Wisconsin, Socialist, voted for it. 

The resolution, therefore, is returned 
to the Senate for reconsideration by 
that body as to whether it will reverse 
its former action. 

Republicans Speak for It. 

Representative Rucker’ of Missouri, 
in charge of the resolution on the Demo- 
cratic side, declared it was the “com- 
mand of the American people that the 
election of United States Senators be 
taken out of the market. : 

“I have no fear of the people,” he 
said, “‘but of the: combinations behind 
closed doors which trample on the most 
sacred rights of the people. Give the 
states just a little more power and 
we'll take the lumber trust, the sugar 
and all other trusts out of politics.” 

Representative Mann, on the other 
side, intimated that this was an at- 
tempt of the Democrats to accomplish 
indirectly what they had been unable 
to do diréctly.

United “States Senator Dupont 
Found to Have Withdrawn 
From Concerns. 








Iby Associated Press. 

WILMINGTON, Del.. June 22.--The 
United States Circuit Court for the Dis- 
trict of Delaware handed down a de- 
efsion declaring that the alleged powder 
trust, which is Gominated by the E. 
I. Dupont de Nemours Co., is a com- 
bination in restraint of interstate com- 
merce in powder. and other explosives 
in violation of section 1 of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 

The decision alee declares that it at- 
tempted to mon ize and has monopo- 
lized a part of su commerce in viola- 
tion of section 2 of the same law, and 
decrees that the combination shall be 
enjoined from continuing this violation 
and that it shall be dissolved. 

The action against the powder trust 
was begun by the: Government in 1907 
and was directed against 43 corporate 
and individual defendants. 

The suit as to 15 of the defendants 
was dismissed because some of the con- 
cerns are out of existence, or it was not 
shown that they were parties to tHe 
combination. 

To Hear Dissolution Plan, 
In an interlocutory decree the court

James Keeley, general manager of the 
Tribyne, in Washington, sald: ‘“‘Glavis 
some weeks ago went to the Tribune of- 
fice in Chicago and said he had per- 
sonal knowledge that the books.of a 
certain firm in Washington contained 
evidence of the moral turpitude of a 
certain United States Senator and other 
officials of the Government in connec- 
tion with business relations before cer- 
tain Federal departments. Glavis. said 
this business was for sale; that he had 
previously negotiated for an. interview 
on’ his own account and that he could 
now purchase it. He said the records 
showed payments ‘of money to the Sena- 
tor and other persons involved. 

“Glavis was told to purchase the en- 
tire business and all the books and rec. 
ords for the Tribune for use as evidence 
wherever competent in the public inter- 
est, and was furnished $650, the amount 
he stated the vender demanded, 

“He thereupon reported that he had 
made the purchase and that the books 
and records were in his possession. 

“Glavis now states the books are not 
in his possession and declined to say 
what has become of them.”’

But 
Diaz ma.e short work of his three 
rivals. On May & 1877, he was inaugu- 
rated President of the Mexican Repub- 
lic. The hunted fugitive tho had

The Governor intimated that the ap- 
pointment of the other Democratic mem- 
ber of the new bi-partisan election board 
lies between Thomas L. Anderson and 
John T. Fitzsimmons, both of whom 
have been recommended by the Demo- 
cratic State Committee. R. P. Spencer 
is also named in this connection. 

The Governor says, however, that he 
is maintaining an open mind on the 
proposition and that he will carefully 
look up the qualifications of each be- 
fore announcing his conclusions. He will 
appoint probably Albert N. Gossctt and 
Frank Sebree as the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Kansas City lection Board. 

The Governor says that the indorse- 
ment of Jamison refutes very largely 
the charges made by Democratic poli- 


State last fall that Jamison betrayed 
his party. 

The Governor's statement follows: 

“From my knowledge of the men 
vhose names have been recommended 
for appointment by the Demdédcratic 
State Committee, I feel confident that 
1 will be able to find suitable men for 
ihese positions from those recommend- 
ed.

AMERICAN PEACE PLAN 
COMMENDED BY POPE 








His Holiness in Letter to Mon- 
signor Falconio Praises 
. Carnegie and Others. 


ROME, June 22.—Pope Pius X has ad- 
dressed a letter to Monsignor Falconio, 
the Apostolic Delegate at Washington, 
expressing his admiration of the efforts 
of several prominent Americans, notably 
Andrew Carnegie, in furthering the 
cause of universal peace. 

The Pope ‘writes that he is. gratified 
at “the noble initiative of illustrious 
Americans in favor of peace.’”’ His let- 
ter pays a special tribute to Carnegie, 
whose work for the suppression of war- 
fare, His Holiness says, is worthy of 
all commendation. The Pope wishes ev- 
ery success to the great movement, and 
gives voice to the hope that the Pal- 
ace of Peace at The Hague will yet rea- 
lize the fondest ambitfons of its found- 
ers. But even though the desired end 
be not attained completely, he writes, 
the action taken and the work done will 
not go without its reward. A noble ef- 
fort, the Pope maintains, is always de-

One of his star witnesses at an in- 
formal hearing this morning was Man- 
ager Roger Bresnahan of the St. Louis 
club, The chairman of the National 
Commission called upon Roger to add 
his testimony to the evidence he is col- 
lecting to prove that the Chicago, Pitts- 
burg and New York clubs are conspire 
ing to win all the championships. The 
records show that the Cubs, Pirates and 
Giants have been the winners for the 
past ll years. 

The recent Boston-Chicago trade, said 
tc have been made for the deliberate 
purpose of strengthening. the former 
world’s champions, is causing Herr- 
mann to take official cognizance of an 
interesting situation. ° 


Manipulation Charged. 

Cincinnati fans are throwing in 
“Garry's” face the allegation that the 
race is manipulated so-cities like St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, Brooklyn, Boston and 
Philadefphia have no chance to win the 
pennant. 

The triumvirate, Chicago, New York 
and Pittsburg, have been winning with 
such annoying regularity that the sus- 
piciong,of the patrons of the sport are 
aroused. Bluntly speaking, they accuse 
‘Yhe magnates of ‘‘fixing’’ the race so 
the pennant winners will be in the 
largest centers of population. Chicago 
aad New York will not support losers, 

go for the financial advantage of all 
ha club owners they must be provided 
with the best clubs. 

This talk, persistent!y repeated, has 
@roused Herrmann and he is interviewing 
prominent National League people and col- 
lecting the evidence to publish !n the shape 
of a general denial. 

That Herrmann is party to any such un- 
Gerstanding is not believed by big baseball 
men, but thousands of outsiders persist in 
the charge that the powers of the League 
are conepiring to keep St. Louis and Cin- 
the pennant. The 
players themselves are not under suspicion. 

More Strength for the Strong. 

That the playing strength of the eight 
teams should be equalized as far as pos- 
sible is the general demand, but the mag- 
nates are winking at trades which strengthen 
the strong clubs. The histories of the St. 
Louis and Cincinnati clubs, as concrete ex- 
amples, during the past 10 years, prove 
conclusively that the magnates haven't lifted 
ea hand to pass the pennants around, but 
have secretly approved on big cities su- 
premacy on account of the increased revenue. 

Herrmann is holding daily conferences and 
is asking managers and losing owners to 
suggest a remedy. Within the week he has 
held conferences with Presidents Ebbets’ of 
Brooklyn and Fogel of Philadelphia, besides 
Bresnahan. That legislation will be speedily 
enacted preventing big midseason trades 
which bolster up contenders is now assured.
